Draft Law Extension. 


Chairman Vinson _ (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Armed Services 
Committee told reporters that 
because of “present world condi- 
tions” he would ask the commit- 
tee next week to approve a two- 
year extension of the draft law. 
No one has been drafted since 
January 1949, but military lead- 
ers want the law on the books 
for quick use if necessary. It 
covers men 19 through 26 years 
of age. 

Before the Russian air force 
assertedly shot down an unarmed 
United States Navy plane early 
this month, many members of 
Congress hoped they could let 
the draft law die or at least ex- 
tend it with “strings” that would 
require additional action before 
anyone could be inducted. That 
won't do now, Vinson said. 

Vinson said his committee 
would open hearings Tuesday on 
the matter, with Gen. Omar N, 
Bradley, chairman of the joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the first witness. 


Comment of Taber. 


Representative Taber (Rep.), 
New York, head of a Republican 
drive that once aimed at cutting 
a billion dollars from the pending 
omnibus bill, told reporters that 
chances for success appear dim 
in the light of changing world 
conditions. He said he would 
make a final effort, when the bill 
reaches the voting stage, to cut 
some of the allotments not con- 
nected with war preparedness.

It provides $109,- 
280,000 less than the amount vot- 
ed by the Senate 11 days ago but 
$367,507,000 more than the House 
approved a year ago when it sent 
the bill to the Senate.

Senator Incredulous. 

- This seemed a bit incredible to 
Senator Capehart, in view of Cos- 
tello’s reputation as head of the 
nation-wide crime and gambling 
syndicate, a reputation supported 
by investigations of various state 
crime commissions, 
pendent investigation by some 
newspapers. Capehart, addressing 
a question to Costello about his 
reputation,. limited himself to 
what the newspapers had to say 
about him. 

With becoming modesty, Cos- 
tello, introduced hy Chairman 
McFarland as an “expert witness,” 
said he did not qualify as an ex- 
pert-on crime and gambling syn- 
dicates because he was “not 
equipped for it.” 

But he seemed to regard him- 
self as an expert on the ncwspa- 
per business. Answering Cape- 
hart’s inquiry, he put it this way: 
“The newspapers have got an 
investment in me,” Costello said. 
“It’s just like Coca-Cola—there 
are about four other drinks just 
as good. But they don’t adver- 
tise like Coca-Cola. So, when you 
want a soft drink, Coca-Cola just 
naturally hits you in the eye. It’s 
the same way with the newspa- 
pers and me. They’ve got an in- 
vestment in me.” 

Not Widely Acquainted. 


Costello’s acquaintance with 
gamblers, and the’ operators of 
their wire service was astonish- 
ingly meager for a man of his 
reputation. He rattled off, in re- 
sponse to questions, a long list 
of gamblers he didn’t know and 
he didn’t know anybody at all in 
the bookie wire service, Conti- 
nental News Service. 

“Have you ever met the two 
gentlemen murdered recently in 
Kansas City?” Capehart asked, 
referring to Binaggio and his 
bodyguard, Gargotta. 
“No,” Costello answered, ‘I've 
never been in Kansas City in my 
life.” 

The one gambler he appeared 
to know, and he was not identi- 
fied specifically as a gambler in 
this testimony, was Frank Erick- 
son, one of the biggest operators 
in handling “lay-off bets” in the 
country. Costello was asked how 
he got into his Texas oil invest- 
ments, after he had told the com- 
mittee he couldn’t recall details 
about them. He had gone into 
that, he said, on the recommen- 
dation of his friend Erickson. 


No Political Contributor. 
Costello, a power in the Tam- 
many organization in New York 
City, seemed to be awfully stingy 
with his money when it came to 
campaign contributions. He said 
he hadn’t made any, to either 
party. Nor, he said, in response 
to another question, had he 
“greased the palm” of any public 
officials.

Laws Won’t Stop Bookies. 
Unexpectedly reverting to his 
“expert witness” role, Costello, 
assured Senator Hunt the bills 
before the committee, to restrict 
or prohibit interstate transmis- 
sion of gambling information, if 
enacted, wouldn’t bother the 
bookies at all. 

“There has been gambling for 
5000 years at least.” said Cos- 
tello, momentarily the historian. 
“Those who want to gamble will 
always find an angle to skin the 
cat.” 

Bookies, he maintained, were 
not detrimental to the best inter- 
est of the people “anymore than 
stock market gambling. Every- 


body wants to gamble sometime,” 
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nan, you'll find a politi- 

cal protector,” Chief of 
Police Edward J. Allen of 
Youngstown, O., told the Mc- 
Farland Senate subcommittee 
today. 

“Where funds running into 
the millions are irivolved, the 
--politicians are not too eager to 
move against them, and that 
goes on any political level.” 

Allen said he doubted very 
much that there was a tightly 
knit gambling and‘ crime syn- 
dicate operation nation-wide. 

“They have a sort of un- 
written law,” he added. “These 
men all got into one racket, 
prohibition, and then they 
moved into another. They 
muscled into gambling. 

“Delve into the history of 
any one of them and you'll 
find the same thing. 

“They all started out with a 


lead pipe in their hands.” 


he said. “No law that can~be 
passed will stop gambling. The 
gamblers will always find some 
sort of a trick. They might even 
bet on the number of spots on a 
leopard.” 

One Point of Accord. 

The one point of agreement 
between Costello and_ the 
Youngstown police chief who 
called him a “glorified goon” 
was that gambling could be 
curbed by local officials who 
want to curb it. 

The police chief went a bit 
further, and said a federal law 
barring transmission of gambling 
information would help local of- 
ficials who want to enforce the 
law to enforce it. 

Costello and Police Chief 
Allen were in substantial ac- 
cord on one other point. Allen 
had said that local officials 


. who wanted to stop gambling 


could stop 95 per cent of it, 
but he still wanted the federal 
legislation to help local offi- 
cials on the other 5 per cent. 

Costello agreed that gam- 
blers couldn’t operate “unless 
they got the green light” from 
local law enforcement officials. 

Had it not been for the “glori- 
fied goon,” Youngstown’s Chief 
of Police Allen might well have 
been the star witness. 

He told how he had become 
chief of police there in 1948, when 
15 bookies were operating in the 
city. All these have been driven 
out, he said, although Youngstown 
still has some sidewalk operators 
who telephone bets to handbooks 
outside the city where he has no 
jurisdiction. 

Got Phones Removed. 

How did Allen do it? He 
went to the Ohio Bell Tele- 
Phone Co. and the Western 
Union Telegraph Co., with evi- 
dence that their facilities were 
in handbooks and being used 
for an illegal purpose. Both 
companies, he said, had re- 
moved their wires, telephones 
and tickers from the gambling 
establishments on the basis of 
this evidence. 

Allen, an emphatic, forceful 
witness, has a crop of black curly 
hair. At 42 he has been chief of 
police at Youngstown for two 
years, summoned there by a re- 
form city administration to take 
charge of the anti-gambling cam- 
paign. 

With fine impartiality he dis- 
tributed the blame for com- 
mercialized gambling among 
politicians (who could stop it 
if thep would) the communica- 
tion companies (which could 
deny wire facilities to gamblers 
if they chose to) and news- 
paper columnists who have 
taken to calling big time gam- 
blers “sportsmen.” 3 


He didn’t neglect in this cate- 
gory of denunciation some of the 


local public officials who partici- 


pated in the Attorney General’s 
National Crime Conference in 


February and asked for the fed- 


eral legislation now before the 
committee. 

As a filip he added the cop on

During his 
interrogation, Shenker frequently 
requested that Carroll not be re- 
quired to answer, contending Car- 
roll was in a “competitive” busi- 
ness and his answers might help 
his competitors.

REDS LEAVE U.N. UNIT AFTER 
ONE-VOTE LOSS IN CHINA ROW 


LAKE SUSSECC, N. Y., April 
27 (UP)—Russia walked out of 
the United Nations Commission 
for Conventional Armaments to- 
day after failing by the margin 
of one vote to unseat the Chinese 
Nationalists. The 4-to-3 vote to 
keep Chiang Kai-shek’s National- 
ists in the commission was chal- 
lenged immediately by Russia on 
the ground that China had cast 
the decisive vote in its own favor. 

The walkout, the twenty-third 
in the string started when Rus- 
sia left the Security Council last 
Jan. 13, came after the closest 
vote yet returned on the question 
of Chinese representation. 

India and Yugoslavia joined 
Russia in voting to oust the Na- 
tionalists. The United States, 
France, Cuba and China voted 
against a Russian motion to eject 
the Nationalists. Britain, Norway, 
Ecuador and Egypt abstained. 


HOUSE GROUP FOR TRUMAN 
DEPT. OF COMMERCE CHANGES 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (UP) 
—The House Executive Expendi- 
tures Committee today voted ap- 
proval of President Truman’s 
plan to reorganize the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Truman’s 
proposal becomes effective May 
24 unless either House or Senate 
vetoes it. 

The National Association of 
Manufacturers opposed the plan. 
It told the committtee today the 
plan would “jeopardize” the 
United States patent system. The 
plan follows Hoover Commission 
recommendations and, among 
other things, brings the Patent 
Office more directly under con- 
trol of the Secretary of Com- 
merce.

Yugoslav Chief Calls for 
New Accord — Also 
Ready to Do More Busi- 
ness With West. 


BELGRADE, April 27 <«UuP)— 
Premier-Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz moved another step away 
from Russia today by ending his 
diplomatic boycott of the non- 
Communist Greek Government, 
and proclaiming his readiness to 
do more business with the West. 

Tito spoke before the new 
Yugoslav Parliament just after it 
re-elected him Premier by unani- 
mous vote. 

He said Yugoslavia had not 
abandoned hope of friendly rela- 
tions wtih Russia, but this was 
impossible so long as the Soviets 


assailed the Yugoslavs with “un- 
true” and “invented” charges. 


Friendly Gesture on Trieste. 

Tito called for good neighborly 
relations not only with Greece 
but also with Italy, and for in- 
creasing co-operation with Aus- 
tria. He voiced hope that in- 
creased collaboration with Italy 
would help solve the dispute over 
Trieste in a calm and friendly 
manner. 

Accusing the Cominform coun- 


fairs, Tito said he was ready, for 
increased collaboration with coun- 
tries that respected Yugoslavia's 
“equality.” He spoke of economic 
aid extended to him by the 
United States. 

“Today our trade alld economic 
relations with the Western and 
overseas countries are of such 


ceeded the volume of goods which 
we got from the Soviet Union 
and Eastern countries,” Tito said. 

He said trade with the United 
States reached the prewar level 
in 1949 and predicted it would 
expand further. 

Cabinet Reappointea. 

As soon as he was re-elected 
Premier, Tito announced the re- 
appointment of his entire 32-man 
cabinet. The members submitted 
their formal resignations Mon- 
day. Tito retained the post of 
Defense Minister as well as 
Premier. 

Yugoslavia withdrew its min- 
ister to Greece in November 1947. 
after the outbreak of the Greek 
civil war. The Greeks retaliated 
by taking the same action and 
since that time each country has 
been represented by a charge 
d’affaires. 

At one time Yugoslavia was 
accused in the United Nations of 
aiding the Greek Communist re- 
bellion, along with Bulgaria and 
Albania. , 

Tito said the new accord with 
Greece was part of Yugoslavia’s 
foreign policy aimed at “good 
neighborly relations’ and _ the 
strengthening of peace in the 
Balkans. 

It was understood that com- 
munications between’ Belgrade 
and Athens will be re-established 
soon and that negotiations on an 
air agreement and _ increased 
trade will follow. The major ob- 
stacle to agreement is thd reten- 
tion by Yugoslavia of 11,000 
Greek children, but negotiations 
on their return are under way.

HOUSE GROUP 


Committee Also Votes to Continue Levy on 
Bowling Alleys, Coin Machines — 
Some Exemptions. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
-—The House Ways. and Means 
Committee voted today to keep 
the 20 per cent excise tax on 


night clubs and also the levies 
on coin-operated devices, bowling 
alleys, billiard and pool tables. 

Slowing down its excise trim- 
ming process at least temporarily, 
the committee voted also to con- 
tinue the 20 per cent tax on club 
dues, initiation fees, and safe-de- 
posit box leases. 

The committee has tentatively 
voted about $578,000,000 in cuts 
of excises so far. However, when 
it turns to the levies on travel 
tickets, freight and long distance 
telephone and telegraph the total 
may be boosted above one billion 
dollars. 

President Truman has proposed 
a $655,000,000 limit on excise 
cuts and, unless Congress finds 
new revenue in other taxes to 
cover the excise loss, the bill may 
be vetoed. 


While approving continuation 
of several excises in today’s ac- 
tion, the committee made some 
exceptions to eliminate items 
from the taxes. 

It proposed dropping the tax 
on bowling alleys, billiard and 
pool tables owned and operated 
by non-profit organizations. The 
tax is $20 on each alley and bil- 
liard and pool table. 

Moreover, it voted to exempt 
the tax on l-cent coin operated 
amusement devices. The tax is 
$10 a year on each coin-operated 
amusement device and $100 a 
year on each gaming or gambling 
device. 

The night club or cabaret tax 
is collected on the total bill of 
patrons at places where there is 
dancing or entertainment, such as 
floor shows. 

The committee approved yes- 
terday a reduction from 20 per 
cent to 10 in the tax on theater 
tickets, but it decided to keep the 
20 per cent rate on the cabarets.

The shares now are quoted on 
the London Stock Exchange at 26 
shillings three pence. 

Cripps said the British-Belgian 
group intended to sell about 750.- 
000 of the shares to an American 
group of .investors. 

“The object of the offer to the 
American group,” Cripps said, 
“would be to interest American 
capital in the development of 
African territories through Tan- 
ganyika Concessions, Ltd.”

Testimony intended to show 
that Mrs. Edith Ambruster was 
of unsound mind when she made 
her latest will on Sept. 29, 1948, 
began today before a jury in the 
court of Circuit Judge David A. 


McMullan where Robert J. Am- 
bruster, her son, is seeking to 
have the will set aside. 

Under the terms of the will, 
the son was cut off without a 
share in the approximately $300,- 
000 estate left by Mrs. Ambruster 
on her death last June.at the 
age of 78 years. The estate is to 
go ultimately to the Salvation 


Army. 

Mrs. Ida Pitt Schreiter of Fer- 
guson, who served as a practical 
nurse for Mrs. Ambruster when 
she was a patient at Edgewood 
Retreat in St. Louis county in

Browder denied that the Com- 
munists ever used the Institute 
of Pacific Relations to spread 
their propaganda. “We never 
considered such a thing prac- 
tical,’ he said. “We didn’t em- 
ploy it, very definitely, we didn’t 
employ it.” 

The institute is a private or- 
ganization, formed in the 1920s 
with the avowed purpose of in- 
creasing knowledge about the Pa- 
cific area and friendship among 
its peoples. McCarthy has crit- 
icized the institute and Budenz 
said Lattimore, on occasion a 
consultant to the State Depart- 
ment, was a member of a Com- 
munist cell in the institute. 


Morgan asked Browder to make 
“any observations helpful to the 
committee.” 

“I have no reason at all to 
think there are any disloyal 
persons in the State Department 
or any other important apparatus 
of the Government,” Browder 
Said.

Browder refused to answer when 
Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), Iowa, 
put a series of questions about 
a 1945 meeting with Tung Pi Wu, 
Chinese Communist, in this coun- 
try.

Hickenlooper later told a re- 
porter he may ask the subcom- 
mittee to cite Browder for con- 
tempt for his refusal to reply to 
questions. 

Outburst by Browder. 

At one point during question- 
ing by Hickenlooper, Browder 
flared up and shouted that “this 
is an outrageous hearing devoted 
to a new smear campaign on the 
basis of innuendo.” 

In this angry mood, Browder 
refused to answer questions from 
Hickenlooper as to whether he 
knew Dorothy Kenyon or Haldore 
Hanson, who have been accused 
of Communist leanings by Sena- 
tor McCarthy. They have denied 
his charges. Hanson is a State 
Department official and Miss 
Kenyon served as American rep- 
resentative on a United Nations 
mission. 

When Senator McMahon (Dem.) 
Connecticut, intervened, Browder 
declared that he could say with- 
out “the slightest hesitation” that 
neither Miss Kenyon nor Hanson 
had any connection with the 
Communist party “either as 
friends or as members.” 


Informed that at first there was 
no comment from the _ board 
members, Smith advised: “You 
had better go to them for a state- 
ment.” 

When Farrell, a Democrat, re- 
signed voluntarily last week, he 
said he was tired of the “abuse” 
that went with the police commis- 
sionership. He said his job as 
manager of the Phillips Hotel was 
more important to him.

Directors of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce made pub- 
lic Monday a stinging report on 
conditions in the city’s police de- 
partment, after a final telephone 
call to Gov.

At a conference in Jef- 
ferson City two days earlier, the 
directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce asked for dismissal of the 
police board. 

Meanwhile, the Post-Dispatch 
learned that four St. Louis gang- 
sters who were reported to have 
taken part in the Hyde Park Club 
conference in which the murder 


of Binaggio was agreed upon, are 
in hiding. 

They were among about 10 St. 
Louis and East Side gangsters 
who were reported to have met at 
the notorious gambling club in 
Venice, Ill., about a week before 
|Binaggio was murdered in Kan- 
sas City. They agreed the poli- 
tician-gangster should be “elim- 
inated” because of his failure to 
om Missouri for gambling, it was 
said. 

The four participants in the 
meeting who have disappeared 
from their usual haunts went into 
hiding before the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed April 12 it had been told 
of the Hyde Park conference. 

Visited K.C. Night Club. 

A month before the April 5 as- 
sassinations of Binaggio and Gar- 
gotta, the four St. Louis gang- 
sters had spent an evening in a 
Kansas City night club. One was 
a former Kansas City resident. 

Little work has been done so 
far by police and other law-en- 
forcement agencies in investigat- 
ing reports of the Hyde Park con- 
ference. 

Chief of Police Henry W. John- 
son, after consulting with Chief 
of Detectives Frank Collins, said 
the police were “working on” the 
possible clue afforded by the Hyde 
Park meeting but indicated no 
tangible results had been obtained 
so far. 

No detectives have been sent 
to East St. Louis to investigate re- 
ports of the conference. 

Prosecutor Not Told. 

Prosecuting Attorney Henry A. 
Fox, who had been ill, was un- 
aware of the disclosures about 
the Hyde Park meeting until in- 
formed of them by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter earlier this 
week. The prosecutor has no 
power of arrest and has co- 
ordinated his investigation with 
that by the police. 

Practical extent of the work 
police have done to investigate 
the Hyde Park conference, it was 
learned, consisted of questioning 
local hoodlums reputed to have 
St. Louis or East St. Louis con- 
nections.

NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)—} 


Strike-produced national - crises 
can be avoided “only by restora- 
tion of local collective bargain- 
ing,” members of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
were told today. 

A report by a special standing 
committee, presented at the 
A.N.P.A.’s . annual convention, 
said the solution of the problem 
of strik-created emergencies “is 
as plain as the reason for its ex- 
istence.” 

“But it is much more difficult 
to restore local bargaining than 


it is to maintain it,” the report 
said. “Once lost, restoration of 
local bargaining is nearly impos- 
sible, except by federal statute.” 
Used to Be Local Disputes. 

The committee, headed by 
George N. Dale of the A.N.P.A.’s 
Chicago office, said that in past 
years labor disputes were local, 
and that therefore, labor crises 
were limited to individual com- 
munities. 

“But late years have produced 
an innovation,” the report added. 
“Now that more industries bar- 
gain with employes on a nation- 
wide basis, more labor disputes 
create a national crisis.” 

In such situations, the report 
said, “The public suffers most” 
while “management and _ labor 
share the secondary loss.”’

manufacturing plant said today. 

Albert C. Ryan said the damper 
with the inscription “Houde No. 
A-10635” was made at his plant 
for either an Army B-24 or the 
Navy version of that plane, the 
PB-Y4 Privateer. Ryan is man- 
ager of the Houde engineering di- 
vision of the Houdaille-Hershey 
Corp. 

A damper with that inscription, 
taken from the Baltic by fisher- 


men, was part of a wrecked re-’ 


tractable landing gear. Ryan said 
shimmy dampers weigh 15 to 20 
pounds and are attached to planes 
to prevent shimmying in landing. 

A damper with the serial num- 
ber in question could not have 
been used on any other type of 
plane, he said.

Belief that they have located 
the camp site used by the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition whiie prep- 
arations were made for its 28- 
month exploratory trip through 
the Northwest Territory in 1803- 
04 was expressed yesterday by 
Donald F. Lewis, president of the 
Madison Couty Historical Society, 
and his son David L. Lewis, state 
editor of the Alton Evening Tele- 
graph. : 

The Lewises, not related to the 
explorer, Capt. Meriwether Lewis, 
said they are convinced the camp, 
established away from St. Louis 
“to keep the men out of mis- 
ehief,”” was at a spot now covered 
by the Mississippi river a half 
mile west of Wood River and a 
mile and a half south of the con- 
‘fluence of the Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. 

David Lewis said he arrived at 
this conclusion after studying a 
map he found which was made in 
1860 and showed the 1803 shore 
lines of the rivers. At the time 
of he expedition, the camp was 
located on the east shore of the 
Mississippi directly opposite the 
mouth of the Missouri, he said, 
but the shore lines of both rivers 
have changed during the century 
and a half that has passed since 
then.

Only 1.3 per cent of the esti- 
mated 372,000 housing units in 
the St. Louis area were vacant

Senate Group Criticizes RFC 


Over Loan 


to Oil Company 


Denounced as 


eee $15, 100,000 Assistance to Texmass Co. 


‘Bail Qut’ of 


Existing Creditors. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
i—A Senate Banking subcommit- 
tee late yesterday denounced a 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loan to the Texmass Pe- 
troleum Co. as “not in the inter- 
est of the general public.” 


On the contrary, the subcom- 
mittee said in a report to the full 
committee, the loan is primarily 
a “bail out” of existing creditors 
of the borrowers. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, has been investigating RFC 
lending policies. The Texmass re- 
port noted: 

“Eighty-one per cent of the 
loan funds will go to insurance 
companies, banks. other creditors 
and individual investors, mini- 
mizing their risk of loss in a high- 
ly speculative venture.” 


RFC officials, headed by chair- 
man Harley Hise, have strongly 
defended the 2-1 action of the 
board in approving the loan to the 
Dallas (Tex.) petroleum company. 
They indicated they planned to 
begin making money available to 
the company as soon as collateral 
issues were settled. 


10-Year Payment Questioned. 

The loan, aggregating $15,100,- 
000, was approved by the RFC 
last Sept. 29. Of the amount, two 
insurance companies are to lend 
$4,000,000. The agreement also 
calls for the RFC to have indivi- 
duals lend $1,000,000 of the total. 

The loan is to be paid back 
within 10 years and is secured by 
a first lien on the oil and gas 
properties, equipment and one- 
half of the revenues from the 
production and sale of oil and 


gas. 

The subcommittee said the loan 
could not be repaid within 10 
years, the maximum time limit 
for an RFC loan. It also informed 
the full committee: 

“The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation has failed to con- 
vince the subcommittee that this 
loan is of the character intended 
by Congress to be made under 
the authority of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation act of 
1948.” : 

SEC Findings Cited. 

The subcommittee said that the 
RFC board of directors ‘‘gave only 
casual and superficial considera- 
tion and study” to the loan. 

“They overruled the findings 
and recommendations of their 
own review committee without 
pursuasive evidence justifying 
— action,” the- subcommittee 
said. 

It also said the Security and 


Exchange _ Commission _ had re- 


viewed the company’s position 
“far more thoroughly and effec- 
tively” than did the RFC. 

“The subcommittee is of the 
opinion that the directors of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion were remiss in their duty 
both in failing to avail themselves 
of the full facts within the con- 
trol of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission and in fail- 
ing to give adequate considera- 
ev} to thos efacts,” the report 
sa

baseball—and, of course, of 
other night sports, yielding 
more profits to the magnates 
than the Comstock Lode did to 
its company stockholders. ... 
Night baseball even may be 
credited with having been the 
salvation of the minor leagues, 
long before it proved its worth 
by building major league at- 
tendances to today’s un- 
dreamed-of totals. 


It was Keyser’s optimistic 
clairvoyance that led him to 
collaborate with electric com- 
panies in constantly improving 
the candlepower per cubic foot 
to the point where lighting 
systems today all but turn 
night into day. 


It is doubtful if any single 
factor that has come into or- 
ganized baseball in this century 
has done as much to stabilize 
the finances of major leagues as 
night baseball—unless perhaps 
the nation-wide publicity of the 
sports pages, radio stations and 
now television programs de- 
serves to share the credit.

Norbert Mueller, C. B. C.’s great 
weight man, has little respect for 
old age, track and field records, 
that is.

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Mueller Breaks Two Records to Lead C. B.C. in Prep Trials 


PRINCETON, N. J., April 27 
(UP)—Another Sisler popped onto 
the baseball scene today. 

This one is a pitcher—18-year- 
old David Sisler, son of the great 
George, brother of the Philadel- 
phia Phillies’ Richard. He is a 
freshman at Princeton, and a 
great deal of Ivy League hope 
rests on his six-foot, four-inch 
frame. 

Father George Sisler was one of 
the game’s all-time greats as first 
baseman for the St. Louis Browns 
in the early 1920s. He still is co- 
holder along with Ty Cobb, of the 
highest batting average ever com- 
piled in the American League, 
.420 hit in 1922. The Elder Sisler, 
who twice captured the junior 
loop batting crown, was voted to 
the baseball hall of fame in 1938. 

Brother Dick, although he has 
not measured up to the perform- 
ances of his famous dad, is cur- 
rently in his fifth year in the 
majors. Last season he batted a 
respectable .280 as first baseman 
for the Phillies. 

George Jr. is Scout. 

Another brother, George Jr., 
who played for several years in 
the minor leagues, is now scout- 
ing for the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Although the youngest Sisler 
has inherited some of the family 
batting prowess, his hopes for a 
major league career are based 
upon his pitching arm. When Sis- 
ler reported to the Princeton 
freshman squad for spring drills, 
he immediately impressed Coach 
Matt Davidson as an outstanding 
prospect. 

Davidson called in varsity Coach 
Emerson Dickman, former Boston 
Red Sox hurler, to watch the 
youngster, and Dickman promptly 
commented, “Sisler has more 
speed now than I did when I 
pitched for the Red Sox.” 

Dickman is anxious to see how 
Sisler will hold up under fire. 
The lanky hurler has not under- 
gone any real tests yet, although 
he does boast an impressive high 
school record. He won 18 and 
lost four in four years’ competi- 
tion at St. Louis’s John Burroughs 
high school. ; 

During the summers he has 
gained additional experience play- 
ing with local industrial league 
teams.

Television right now may be con- 
sidered a wonderful invention to 
some of the major outfits in 
sports, but to small operators video 
is strictly a headache. 

And the little guys are not only 
in their views, either. They've 
got plenty of company in the 
higher strata. They don’t come 
much bigger than the Big Ten 
which barred “live” telecasts of 
its home football games for the 
coming season. 

T.V. means extra gravy for such 
moneyed giants of sports as the 
New York Yankees and Madison 
Square Garden, and storied Notre 
Dame which sells out most of its 
football games anyway. 
But what about the small guys 
—the minor baseball leagues, the 
lesser known colleges and the 
neighborhood fight clubs, among 
others? They had plenty to con- 
tend with before in order to come 
up with some kind of a profit. 
Now they’ve got a super problem 
ahead of them. 
How about the athlete? What 
does he get? Outside of the star 
boxers, few are cashing in. Most 
professional contracts call for one 
sum to cover all rights. The 
pugilists, led by militant man- 
agers’ guilds, are complaining bit- 
terfy that they are getting just a 
pittance. 
The fight managers want a 
larger chunk of the T.V. money 
but they would rather see the 
medium tabooed altogether. We'll 
go into that more fully later. 
Outdoor Hazard. 
It is generally agreed that T.V. 
is a greater threat to attendance 
at an outdoor event as compared 
to an indoor attraction. Weather 
is the prime factor. 
Say, for instance, that Bazoo 
Tech is due to play Razzmo U. in 
football on a Saturday. The same 
day Notre Dame’s famed Fighting 
Irish tangles with Purdue. Notre 
Dame’s contest is going to be 
telecast in Bazoo Tech’s area. 
Bazoo’s advance sale is mur- 
dered. Then, if it comes up rain 
on Saturday, Bazoo is going to 
play to an empty house. This is 
not a generality but is based on 
actual case histories. 
The Big Ten, as a matter of 
fact, in announcing its decision 
to ban “live” television, cited 
such an example. 
K. L. (Tug) Wilson, Big Ten 
commissioner and N.C.A.A. exec- 
utive secretary, pointed to Otter- 
bein College in Ohio which drew 
only 172 persons to a game held 
the same day as the Ohio State 
game was being televised. 
The Big Ten observed it has 
the “positive conviction that the 
television of its own football 
games should not endanger the 
welfare of the athletic programs 
of other colleges and high 
schools.”

On the west coast, the football 
coaches of the Pacifc Coast Con- 
ference expressed their opposition 
to television of football games. 
Reason? Reduced attendance. 
Several of the pro clubs, which 
televised before, don’t want any 
part of it now. It’s possible that 
the National Football League may 
ban “live” telecasts for the com- 
ing campaign. 

In baseball, take the case of the 
minor leagues. They’ll be bucking 
“live” radio broadcasts of major 
leagues. These voice casts are 
blanketing the country. Then 
they may have to go against 
filmed, delayed telecasts of big 
league contests. In some areas 
the minors, where clubs are on 
the fringe of big league territory, 
will face the opposition of “live” 
telecasts, too. 

The colorful, shorts-clad Holly- 
wood Stars of the Pacific Coast 
League already are moaning about 
the effects of the telecasts of its 
own games. Although, the team 
is leading the P.C.L. standings, its 
attendance figures have been dis- 
appointing. There are over 250,000 
TV sets in the Hollywood area. 

Boxing managers rate television 
as fistiana’s greatest menace. 

“It’s ruining the small clubs,” 
said Charley Johnston, president 
of the powerful New York Boxing 
Manager’s guild. “And it’s hurt- 
ing the gates in the big places. 
Our fighters get paid off on a 
percentage of the gate. We'd 
rather not have any television at 
all but if we must have it, we want 
a fair share.” 

Even the Past Haunts. 

“What we want eliminated for 
sure are those kinescopes (film 
recordings) of telecasts,” con- 
tinued Johnston. “Our guys found 
out we were competing against 
ourselves. In some towns they put 
on a film of a fight that took 
place six months ago the same 
night a club is running a fight 
show.” 

The guild is asking Madison 
Square Garden and the Interna- 
tional Boxing Club for 50 per cent 
of the video and broadcast re- 
ceipts under the managers present 
pact with the Garden and I.B.C., 
each of the two main eventers for 
the Friday cards get $1000 apiece 
as their share of the air money.

HONG KONG, April 27—With 
the capture of Hainan island now 
practically complete the Chinese 
Communists are in possession of 
Japan’s erstwhile southernmost 
major base for invasion of South- 
east Asia. 

Indications are that even if 


the Chinese Communist leaders 
would like to use Hainan as a 
stepping stone for adventures 
further south, they will be too 
busy to do much about it now. 

Meanwhile, last week’s guerril- 
la-style Commyinist conquest of 
Hainan by junk-borne Red invad- 
ing troops was executed so me- 
thodically that Nationalist morale 
on Formosa is already reported 
demoralizing. 

Militarily it was a defeat as- 
sumed probable three months ago 
by several senior Nationalist gen- 
erals, however. 

After their invasion of Hainan, 
begun the morning of Feb. 10, 
1939, the Japanese began con- 
verting the rich, relatively unde- 
veloped island into an important 
colony and military and naval 
base. While mistreating the is- 


tion, they made major physical 
improvements. The southern Hai- 
nan port of Yulin was developed 
into a major Japanese naval base 
for one thing. They also erected

“The Bridgeton office is just 
one of several we’d been watch- 
ing,” Stamler said.

Bridgeton, a city of 16,000, is 
| about 35 miles south of Philadel- 
|phia in southern New Jersey's 
| vegetable-packing industry. 
Charles H. Frake, telegraph of- 
| fice manager in Bridgeton, and 
i his assistant, Mrs. Delilah Pat- 

titucci, were arrested on charges 
of bookmaking.

Cites Rate to St. Louis. 


Stamler said Frake requested 
ino transmission charge on a 
| money order of $10 or more but 
charged $2.06 for wiring a $5 
money order to St. Louis. “That’s 
too high,” Stamler said. “There's 
a drag on that money somewhere, 
That’s what we're after.” 

Stamler said the arrests were 
made afte: officers placed bets 
by telegram to St. Louis and East 
St. Louis and got back a money 
order for a winning bet. : 

Stamler said he had collected 
as evidence 234 telegrams sent to 
the St. Louis area from the 
Bridgeton Western Union office. 
He said he was not making pub- 
lic the names of the St. Louis 
bookmakers “for the present” but 
would get in touch with Missouri 
and Illinois authorities later. 

Stamler said it appeared that 
bets of more than $10 could be 
sent without cost to the bettor, 
the telegraph charges being ac- 
cepted by the bookie. For bets 
under $10, the bettor paid the 
costs. 

“In my opinion,” Stamler said, 
“the Western Union was doing 
exactly what a petty bookmaker 
would do except that it was op- 
erating on a large scale. It was 
taking bets across the counter and 
transmitting them to book- 
makers.” 

Statement by Company. 

Western Union said there was 
no state law prohibiting its New 
Jersey offices from accepting such 
money-orders to out-of-state points.

‘High Misdemeanor’ Charge. 

A charge of “illegal use of tele- 
graph wires” against Frake is 
classified as a “high misde- 
meanor,” similar to a felony 
charge in other states.

Steel Industry Expects Continued 
High Output; Oil Less Optimistic 


Eastman Kodak Reports 6 Pct. Drop in Sales 
This Year — Marshall Field Disap- 
pointed in April Business. 


By SAM DAWSON 

NEW YORK, April 27 (AP) — 
Stockholders are getting an earful 
this wee!-, most of it sweet music. 
A few, however, are hearing of 
decreased earnings and the in- 
creasing inroads of competitors. 

As an example of the sweet 
and sour take United States Steel, 
Chairman Irving S. Olds says “Big 
Steel” should continue at capacity 
production rates until summer. He 
looks for “a gradual decline in 
demand” in summer: Many steel 
consumers who now are building 
up inventories will have complet- 
ed the job by then, Olds thinks. 

However, Chairman Frank Pur- 
nell of Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
predicts that. the accumulated 
steel shortage will mean a high 
ae of operations at least until 
a 


Ernest T. Weir, chairman of 
National Steel, sees the demand 
outlook good for the next five 
months, and expects this year as 
a whole will see all steel produc- 
tion records broken. 

All National Gypsum plants are 
working seven days a week, Pres- 
ident Melvin H. Baker says, and 
1950 sales and earnings should 
set a record. He thinks United 
States construction volume. will 
be 5 per cent above 1949's record 
high. 

View of Oil Industry. 

There is less optimism in the oil 
business. Sales are increasing, 
chairman W. S. S. Rodgers advises 
Texas Co. stockholders, but some 
prices are down and costs will 
probably continue to rise through- 
out most of 1950. He thinks that 
“if gasoline prices further im- 
prove, present crude oil prices 
will hold.” 

Chairman Lewis H. Brown of 
Johns-Manville tells the Sales 
Executive Club that excessive tax- 
ation may lead to chronic unem- 
ployment in this country, but 
after the country gets through a 
period of adjustment, “we are des- 
tined to enter a period of busi- 
ness activity greater than we have 
ever seen.” 

Eastman Kodak sales are run- 
ning about 6 per cent behind last 
year, President T. J. Hargrave 
reports to stockholders, but “T 
feel we should end the year with 
sales as good as in 1949.” 

Earnings Drop Shown. 

Continental Can also reports 
earnings in the 12 months ended 
March 31 below the preceding 12 
months. President Hans A. Eg- 
gerss says business is on a more 
seasonal pattern, and sales are 


now running ahead of last year, 
but he warns against drawing con- 
clusions from that as to the year’s 
total volume. 


Marshall Field’s sales are below 
a year ago and April business is 
disappointing, chairman Hough- 
ston M. McBain tells stockholders. 
He says retail stores must com- 
pete with “such spending power 
as makes its appearance in the 
market place.” 

Arnold Constable, another re- 
tail firm, sees “good business in 
the second quarter, given favor- 
able weather.” President Isaac 
Liberman thinks general business 
conditions are healthy. 

Mohawk carpet mills are op- 
erating at capacity. Howard L. 
Shuttleworth, president, says de- 
mand is so strong the carpets are 
being allocated to dealers and 
the outlook for the present quar- 
ter is equally good. 

Car Sales Financing. 


Buying-on-the-cuff is booming. 
President Arthur O. Dietz tells 
stockholders of C.1.T. financial 
corporation, “I believe we are 
headed for a record year.” Fi- 
nancing of car sales is on the 
upgrade. 

Things look better for Ameri- 
can Smelting & Refining, chair- 
man Roger W. Straus says. First 
quarter earnings were off, but 
higher metal prices have changed 
the picture, and they’ve been.able 
to sell some of their surplus 
metal. 

A sharp upturn in business in 
the first week of March is re- 
ported by Atlas Powder. Presi- 
dent Isaac Fogg says the trend 
is continuing. 

Texas Eastern Transmission 
Corp. reports a record high level 
of operations in delivering nat- 
ural gas to the Northeast, and 
President R. H. Hargrove tells 
stockholders that directors are 
thinking about declaring a cash 
dividend for the relatively young 
company, maybe by the end of 
the year. 

The Department of Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission round up the picture 
with a “survey of sales anticipa- 
tions.” They report that elec- 
tric and gas utilities and manu- 
facturing companies. look for 
modest sales increases in 1950. 
Trade and transportation firms, 
other than railroads, look for 
slight reductions in sales.

Demonstartors Demanding 
‘More Pay for Our Teachers’ 
Are Repulsed by Police.

NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)— 
Thousands of jeering students, 
demanding “more pay for our 
teachers,” marched on City Hall 
today but were repulsed by po- 
lice. : 7 

Mounted patrolmen spurred 
their horses into the front ranks 
of the demonstrators, blocking 
their attempt for a third succes- 
sive day to storm the office of 
Mayor William O’Dwyer. 

The yelling, hooting young- 
sters converged on City Hall 
plaza from scores of schools 
throughout the city. In Brooklyn, 
20,000 students cut classes to mill 
in protest in front of their school 
buildings. 


Five students were taken into 
custody there. One was charged 
with juvenile delinquency after 
he struck a policeman and an- 
other with disorderly conduct 
after he threw ash barrels into 
a busy street. The three others 
were released in custody of their 
parents. 

They are demanding increased 
pay for their teachers and re- 
sumption of out-of-class activities, 
canceled by the refusal of teach- 
ers to supervise them under cur- 
rent salaries. 


While the City Hall demon- 
strators were being driven back, 
2000 other students marched 
three miles to the Bronx county 
building and toop up their stand 
there, blocking the entrances. 
They ignored the attempt of 
seven policemen to clear the en- 
trances but scattered after 15 
minutes when police reinforce- 
ments arrived. 

Earlier today, a vanguard of 
the City Hall marchers were met 
by police and turned back. 
Chanting “more pay for our 
eachers” and “we want Willie’— 
a reference to O’Dwyer — the 
youths retreated, booing and jeer- 
ing the cops. 

The students are protesting 
against a $250 increase in wages 
provided for teachers in the new 
city budget. The teachers had 
asked $650.

Allen told him he was not per- 
mitted to eat in a white restau- 
rant in Atlanta, and the soldier 
agreed to leave. 

The sergeant got up and gave 
the cafe manager, Angelo Pap- 
pas, 23 Army meal tickets as 
payment for the breakfasts. Then 
he and the white recruits left. 

The detective said none of the 
white men with the sergeant were 
in uniform. “They looked like in- 
ductees,” he explained. 

Pappas is charged with serving 
food to a Negro in an establish- 
vo licensed for white persons 
only.

Spokesmen for the manufac- 
turers of anti-histamine tablets 
have maintained that the drugs 
are not dangerous if taken ac- 
cording to the dose printed on 
the label.

REORGANIZATION PROPOSAL 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
—The National Association of 
Manufacturers said today Presi- 
dent Truman’s reorganization 
plan for the Patent Office might 
endanger administration of “the 
best patent system in the world.” 
The N.A.M. came out against the 
proposal, No. 5 in a list of 21 re- 
organization plans Truman sub- 
mitted to Congress last month. 

The organization’s views were 
presented to the House and Sen- 
ate Expenditures Committees by 
George E. Folk, adviser to the 
N.A.M. committee on patents and 
research. Folk said the plan 
would give the Secretary of Com- 
merce too much control over the 
Patent Office, which now is an 
independent agency within the 
Commerce Department. 

“The authority thus vested in 
the Secretary of Commerce would 
enable him for political or some 
other motive to jeopardize admin- 
istration of the Patent Office,” 
Folk said.

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H-Bomb Would 


Be of Greater 


‘Use to Russia Than to U.S. Due 


To Our Seacoasts, Bacher Says 


Public Has Been Misled Into Believing 
Weapon Can Bring Security Against At- 
tack, Physicist Warns — Believes People 


Should Know Size of A-Bomb Stockpile.

I 


F hydrogen bombs would not add very much to the military 
effectiveness of the United States, we might ask whether they 
would add much to Russia’s military potential. 


Here, of course, 


one gets involved in even more speculation. 


One is not able to judge very 
well whether the Russians have 
an appreciable chance of deliver- 
ing the hydrogen bomb by air 
against the radar defense of the 
country which is now being con- 
structed. But even if such a de- 
fense is constructed and is reason- 
ably effective, and even if the 
Russians do not have the same 
strength of longe-range bombers 
which the United States has, still 
there is another method of de- 
livery which perhaps would be 
quite effective. 

Many metropolitan areas of 
the United States are located 
on the seacoast. Into these har- 
bors, or reasonably close to 
them, a hydrogen bomb might 
easily be brought in the hold 
of a tramp steamer. 

While this might not be the 
most effective place to detonate 
a hydrogen bomb, it would be 
a simple method of delivery for 
a surprise attack. On the other 
hand, there are practically no 
Russian cities which could be 
reached using a similar method 
of delivery. 

Another variation might involve 
use of relatively small unmanned 
craft which would run ashore with 
a hydrogen bomb aboard. 

It would thus appear that 
while the potential effectiveness 
of a hydrogen bomb in the in- 
terior of either the United 
States or Russia would be 2bout 
the same for both countries, 
the hydrogen bomb would be a 
mofre effective weapon used 
against seacoast cities. This 
means that the hydrogen bomb 
would be a more effective 
weapon for the Russians than 
for the United States. 
Some people have argued that 

if we develop the hydrogen bomb 
and can really keep its details 
secret, the Russians will never be 
able to develop it. There is ab- 
solutely no reason at all to be- 
lieve that this would be the case. 


Russian Program. 

Recent experience has shown 
that the Russians have an atomic 
energy enterprise adequately de- 
veloped to make a sizable atomic 
explosion. In addition they prob- 
ably have fairly detailed infor- 
mation on our atomic weapons 
work, and at least some of our 
early thoughts on the possibility 
of a hydrogen bomb, as a result 
of well known scientific informa- 
tion, the blundering indiscretions 
of some months ago, and their 
espionage activity. 

Given adequate time, they 
can most surely make a hydro- 
gen bomb if it is possible at all. 

From these arguments it ap- 
pears that hydrogen bombs will 
not add greatly to the military 
effectiveness of the United States. 
How much they would add to 
Russia’s effectiveness against the 
United States is not exactly clear, 
but probably somewhat more than 
they would add to ours. 

The President’s decision to go 
ahead with the development of 
the hydrogen bomb created a tre- 
mendous stir in the nation. 
Viewed only from the standpoint 
of its military effectiveness there 
seems to-be little reason to attach 
such great significance to the hy- 
drogen bomb. While it is a ter- 
rible weapon, its military effec- 
tiveness seems to have been 
grossly overrated in the mind of 
the layman. 

Doesn’t Assure Security.

ill-informed that he thinks it can 
save the country from attack. 
Pumped full of hysteria from Red 
scares, and aggravated by politi- 
cal mud slinging, the average 
citizen is easily convinced that 
he can find some security and re- 
lief from all of this in the hydro- 
gen bomb. The most tragic part 
is that the hydrogen bomb won’t 
save us and it isn’t even a very 
good addition to our military po- 
tential. 

Here we have the outcome of 
what can happen in a democ- 
racy when decisions of far- 
reaching national significance 
are made without public scru- 
tiny of pertinent information. 

While most of the pertinent in- 
formation is. not secret at all, 
some of the information which 
the citizen should have in order 
to judge whether a _ national 
policy is sound, is secret. 

One of the most important 
facts which the citizen should 
have, to make a reasonable judg- 
ment, is the approximate number 
of bombs in fhe United States 
stockpile. It would be quite sur- 
prising if the Russians, from the 
information which they obtained, 
could not figure this out. 

Committee Unaware of Number. 

Senator McMahon _ suggested 
making public the number of our 
atomic weapons. He was vigor- 
ously criticized. As of last spring, 
not even the members of the 
joint congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy knew how many 
—- bombs the United States 

ad. 

Additional information which 
would help the citizen to appre- 
ciate the relative cost of hydro- 
gen bombs and atomic. bombs 
would be how much fissionable 
material is needed to get the 
hydrogen reaction started, and 
what is the plutonium equivalent 
to the tritium to be used. 

Since neutrons are required to 
produce either plutonium or tri- 
tium, the neutron cost of a hydro- 
gen bomb may be larger than it 
first appears. 

These neutrons could, of course, 
be used to produce additional plu- 
tonium, so there is a very real 
Sacrifice of potential atomic 
bombs in order to obtain the in- 
gredients for hydrogen bombs. e 

There have been such wide dis- 
crepancies in the estimated dollar 
costs of the hydrogen bomb that 
the citizen can not maké any sen- 
sible conclusion about the money 
costs at all.

Before that, the Russians for a 
long period had tempered their 
propaganda campaign against Iran 
in an apparent attempt to im- 
prove relations with their oil-rich 
southern neighbor. 

A recent Washington dispatch 
said United States Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson was deeply 
concerned over alarming reports 
reaching him from the American 
Ambassador to Tehran, John C. 
Wiley. The Communist campaign, 
State Department experts said, 
has been helped greatly by eco- 
nomic troubles following last 
year’s cereal crop failure in Iran. 
U. S. May Send Aid Mission. 
A United States survey mission 
soon may be sent to recommend 
aid for this strategic Middle East 
country on the eastern end of the 
anti-Communist cordon. Reports 
of radio monitors here show these 
four consistent propaganda 
themes in Russian broadcasts 
beamed this way: 

1. An attempt to blame Unit- 
ed States “intervention” for 
Iran’s economic depression. 

2. Persistent charges that the 
United States is turning the 
Iranian Army into an “Ameri- 
can stooge.” 

3. An attempt to picture the 
Shah—hitherto usually exempt 
from Russian attacks—as under 
American influence. 

4. An effort to picture the 
Iranian Government as so cor- 
rupt it should be overthrown. 

Accompanying these attacks are 

much praise for the outlawed 
Tudeh (Communist) party, whose 
growth since economic depression 
began here has Western diplo- 
mats openly worried.

In the face of statements by 
Senator McCarthy that “wait six 
months and you'll see the results 
of what I’m doing,” thoughtful 
Republicans are saying that the 
showdown between the differing 
G.O.P. factions cannot be long 
delayed. This group includes Gov- 
ernors and private citizens as well 
as ringside observers of the gravi- 
tational pull that McCarthy is ex- 
erting upon the G.O.P. 

What McCarthy is talking about 
is no riddle. He thinks that his 
charges are going to be the great 
Republican campaign issue this 
fall, He is cocksure that they will 
elect Republicans and return con- 
trol of Congress to them. Then 
the party will be grateful to him 
and he will have that national 
stature, that leadership for which 
he so ardently longs. 


Aspires to Presidency. 


Wisconsin editors broke the 
news last week to their fellows 
that McCarthy’s boundless ambi- 
tion includes the presidency. He 
has often said at home, they re- 
lated, that he will be the nation’s 
first Catholic president. 

Republicans who believe that 
the means used by McCarthy are 
in direct conflict with the party’s 
basic Americanism forsee a bitter 
Struggle for control, perhaps a 
deep and permanent schism. Some 
are still hoping that time will 
diminish the pressures; others 
think the pressures are already 
mounting to the point of inevit- 
able conflict. 

One of the party’s major figures 
paid a little-noticed visit to the 
Capital recently. He strongly con- 
demned McCarthy’s tactics which 
he feels gravely injure the coun- 
try but admitted that not all his 
associates took that view. Re- 
publicans, he went on, had never 
had the fight they must have to 
determine where they stand. He 
said that, so far, they had always 
glossed over their difficulties at 
the last moment but they could 
not get away with it again and 
should not, even if they could. 

This Republican can command 
national attention when he chooses 
to speak out. He also has a pret- 
ty fair idea now, he thinks, of 
who will be on his side.

Ab- 
sorbed in commercialism she has 
found it profitable to be the “wild 
life playground” of cattle men, oil 
promoters and other free and easy 
spenders from off the Great 
Plains. 


Thirsty Oklahomans and Kan- 
sans still find Kansas City the 
nearest place to “wet their whis- 
tle.” Only yesterday, downtown 
croupiers would go out to lunch 
without even bothering to take off 
their eyeshades and green aprons. 
The tradition of Mme. Lovejoy, 
Annie Chambers and the Ches- 
terfield Club carries: on. 


An Alert Press Here. 


Since the days of Carl Schurz 
and the Westliche Post, St. Louis 
has been peculiarly favored with 
an alert, crusading press. 

Kansas City has but one news- 
paper, the Star, which puts out a 
morning issue, the Times. Ably 
edited, it is conservative in format 
and stodgy in outlook. 

St. Louis has three independent, 
locally-owned newspapers, each 
fiercely competing to score a 
scoop upon the slightest scent of 
anything smelling of official 
wrongdoing. 

This vigilance creates an aware- 
ness in our people and in our 
business, civic and religious lead- 
ers, all of whom have demon- 
strated that they too can become 
quite vocal. 

Missouri’s Governors and their 
locally appointed police boards 
are acquainted with St. Louis’s 
particularly articulate awareness.

Eyes on Berlin 


While there is no reason whatever to believe 
that the Western Allies have had any thought 
of yielding their sectors of Berlin to the Rus- 
sians, still it is good to have Secretary Acheson's 
strong reassurance at this time. Perhaps the 
blunt and forceful words from the head of the 
State Department will suggest to the Kremlin 
just how useless all this demonstration may 
turn out to be. 

The Russian plan is to put on a great com- 
motion in Berlin just a month from now. It is 
supposed to take the form of a convergence on 
Western sectors of the former German capital 
by German Communist youth from the Eastern, 
or Russian, sector. The threat is that of a new 
“putsch” and if it takes place we can be sure 
that there will be some old hands in the crowd 
—that not all the demonstrators will be boys 
in shorts. 

This far in advance no one can be sure what 
will take place. The Communists may make a 
serious effort to embarrass Britain, France and 
the United States before the Germans in their 
sectors, and before the peoples of Europe, in- 
cluding Germans under the new government at 
Bonn. They may even resort to violence. How- 
ever, many who are studying the situation think 
it more likely that the whole affair will fizzle. 

But whatever happens, there can be only 
one course for the Western Allies. That is to 
stay exactly where they are. Secretary Acheson 
has, we believe, the full support of this coun- 
try in his determination against any yielding. 
Americans naturally hope that there will be no 
occasion even for the use of water hoses or tear 
gas, but it is significant that there has been no 
criticism of the “high government source” which 
said machine guns will be used if needed. 

How the Western Allies employ the month 
between now and May 27-29—the time set for 
the demonstration—can possibly determine 
whether there will be any effort at that time 
to dislodge the democracies from their sectors. 
The Western Allies have a month in which to 
do some demonstrating of their own—and of 
quite another kind. They can by educational 
means, on the radio and by the printed word, 
and by practice and exhibit show that the Ger- 
man citizen under democracy is better off than 
the German under Communism. They can show 
that going off down the Communist road is 
virtually the same as hitting the old Nazi trail. 

It is a steady annoyance to the Russians that 
the Western Allies should have this outpost 
far behind the Iron Curtain. The Kremlin tried 
to push the democracies out by the blockade 
last year. Thanks to the magnificent perform- 
ance of the American and British air forces, 
the air lift triumphed and the Russians had no 
choice in the end other than taking down the 
barricades. 

But we not only have every right to be in 
Berlin, as Secretary Acheson said in his ad- 
dress to the nation’s editors, we have an obli- 
gation to be there. We are pledged to the 
people of Western Berlin and they are counting 
on us. The Russians will be foolish to en- 
courage German Communists in making trouble. 
A very good way for them to use the inter- 
vening month would be to think this Red rally 
idea over and either call it off or confine it 
to the part of the city under Russian control. 

American forces and American prestige are in 
Berlin and they are going to stay there until 
the people of this country are good and ready 
to take them out. 


Quietly, After Four Years 
Four years ago, as GIs piled out of discharge 
centers, the country began to hear loud demands 


for reforms of military justice. Now, and al- 
most without notice, Congress has sent to the 
White House a uniform code of justice for all 
three armed services. 

Actually, the Army, Navy and Air Force did 
not wait for Congress to reform their courts. 
Each of the services conducted investigations 
and discovered some shocking examples of in- 
justice and abuse of military caste. Each service 
made improvements in its system of justice. The 
importance of the congressional bill is that it 
gives the three forces the same, standard crimi- 
nal code, for the first time in history. 

This code—much of it already accepted by the 
services—provides three major guarantees for 
the accused, particularly for enlisted defendants. 
It assures their right to counsel. It permits 
them to demand the presence of enlisted men 
on the court. And it establishes a new civilian 
court of military appeals which may review 
major sentences. 

With the code, Congress brings the military 
unification program to the level of each soldier, 
sailor and airman. They will enjoy equal rights 
before the law, whatever uniform they wear. 
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Cart Before the Horse 

On the basis of what is now known about 
the interstate operations of commercialized 
gambling, a case can be made for the Federal 
Communications Commission’s proposed ban on 
the transmission of bets, odds and prices paid on 
sporting events. 

Certainly, 1t Is a much more workable pro- 
posal than the one made to the Senate’s Mc- 
Farland subcommittee by Attorney General Mce- 
Grath. That proposal has a loophole big enough 
for almost anything to get through. Any attempt 
to enforce it would almost surely become an 
enormous and expensive travesty. 

But why should any bill be considered just 
now? Much more about the problem such legis- 
lation may help to solve will be known after 
the Kefauver investigation of interstate crime. 
And Congress has not yet agreed on the com- 
mittee to conduct that investigation. So why 
put the cart before the horse? | 

Is the McGrath proposal perhaps being used 
as a device to head off the Kefauver investiga- 
tion? Is somebody in a hurry to get a law onto 
the books? Is somebody eager to do this to be 
able to tell Senator Kefauver and his supporters 
that their investigation is not needed, that things 
already have been taken care of by legislation? 

We rather doubt that Chairman Wayne Coy 
of the FCC would have suggested his bill at 
this time had he not felt it necessary to counter 
the McGrath measure. It makes sense that he 


should try to avoid having his agency saddled 


with an almost impossible policing job. And it 
is logical that, to this end, he should bring 
up a more promising alternative. 

But this matter is too complex to be settled 
with the shotgun speed with which some mem- 
bers of the McFarland subcommittee apparently 
want to get it out of the way. This group will 
perform a far greater public service if it will 
stand aside for the Kefauver study. 

With all the information to be expected from 
such a probe, a sensible decision ought to be 
‘possible. It ought, for example, to be possible 
to draw a sharper line between news which is 
legitimate and that which serves only the com- 


mercialized gambling gentry. Also, it ought to 
be much more clear how federal authority can 
best be employéd to support local efforts to 
stamp out thé racketeering and gangsterism 
which accompany commercialized gambling. 

So we say again that Attorney General Mc- 
Grath’s proposal is worthless, and that Mr. Coy’s 
is premature. First, Jet us have the facts; and 
then let us act in the light of the facts. 
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Talking One Way, Voting the Other 

The British Labor Government has rather 
more strength than most commentators were 
willing to concede last February. This was 
demonstrated by the budget votes in the House 
of Commons. They showed that a party with 
a majority, no matter how small, can outvote 
even a combined opposition as a matter of sim- 
ple arithmetic. But British sentiment is not 
nearly as divided as the party-line votes would 
seem to indicate. 

Judging by the British press, the budget did 
not move anybody to enthusiasm, not even its 
author, Sir Stafford Cripps. After all, it means 
more austerity, instead of the sweeping tax cuts 
which everybody would like. But the News 
Chronicle, the organ of the nine Liberals who 
voted solidly against the Government, said: 


Despite its weakness, the budget should 
not be made the occasion of the Govern- 
ment’s defeat, because the business of the 
country must go on and there are no 
grounds for hoping that a new election now 
would produce a better political situation. 


The Conservative Daily Graphic and Daily 
Telegraph actually complained that the Cripps 
housing program, as outlined in his budget mes- 
sage, does not go far enough. The Manchester 
Guardian, while finding much to criticize, com- 
plained that the opposition had made no clear 
counter-proposals. 

The plain fact seems to be that, as during 
the war, most of Britain‘s problems transcend 
party differences. As Barbara Ward says in 
the current Atlantic monthly, most of these 
issues were left out of the election campaign 
which “was fought on one issue only—that of 
full employment—and on this the Conservatives 
were as dogmatic as the Labor Party itself. 
The Conservative party program included every 
social benefit promised by Labor and even 
added one or two of its own.” 

This puts the finger squarely on Britain’s 
political dilemma. If the two major parties 
really are so close together, why did Labor win 
both tests by a margin of only five votes? Ob- 
viously, the outcome was determined exclusively 
by party membership. But what’s to be gained 
by maintaining such a synthetic difference? 

Are not the hopes of the parties and their 
politicians being put ahead of the nation’s wel- 
fare? And can such an attitude contribute to 
the abatement of Britain’s state of almost con- 
tinual crisis? Is it not time to recognize in 
London—and in Washington, too—that some of 
the problems of these troubled times can be 
solved only by bipartisan co-operation? 
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One Month 


On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ building 
was dynamited and vital evidence in the 1946 
Democratic primary vote frauds was stolen.

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Toward Solving the Negro Problem 
All except the most impassionedly prejudiced 
Americans, no matter what their race or their 
opinions about race relations, should agree that 
an eventual solution to the problem of the 
Negro in American life will depend largely on 
educational opportunities for Negroes. 

Only by being given a chance to learn what 
he needs to know to make his way in the 
modern world can the Negro hope to surmount 
the barriers which now stand in his way. And 
only by giving Negroes that chance can all 
Americans hope to share the full benefit of the 
services Negro citizens could render the nation. 

Now St. Louisans of all races are being asked 
to help continue the already sorely limited edu- 
cational opportunities for Negroes in this coun- 
try. The United Negro College Fund is seeking 
to raise here, as a part of its nation-wide drive, 
the relatively small sum of $25,000 for distribu- 
tion among 32 private colleges and universities 
for Negroes. 

Money contributed will be used for current 
operating expenses. Because the institutions 
have meager endowments, they must rely in 
large measure on this annual campaign to help 
them keep their doors open. Here in Missouri, 
where Washington and Missouri universities are 
still denying to Negroes opportunities for higher 
education available to other persons, there is 
a special responsibility to contribute. 
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Conant of Harvard Scores a Point 

Every now and then someone speaks a single 
sentence which illuminates a problem that is 
confusing many people. Such a remark was 
made by President Conant of Harvard at a 
meeting of 2000 educators and Harvard alumni 
in Baltimore. Here are his words: 

To my mind, the harm done by a few 
crypto-Communists on a faculty would be 
far less than the harm done by instituting 
a policy of relentless inquiry into the pri- 
vate life of every teacher. 

President Conant’s sound thought should be 
stored up by candidates for state legislatures 
this year for reference when and if they are 
called on to vote on meaningless oaths for 


school teachers. 
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Just a Speculation

What Is a Ballot Worth?

Illinois does not need county unit system like Georgia's to dis- 
criminate against city voters, editorial says; failure to reapportion 
Legislature gives rural votes unjustified strength; “partial disen- 
franchisement” of Chicago could also apply to St. Louis. 


From the Chicago Sun-Times 


The voters of Chicago have something 
in common with the voters of Atlanta. In 
both cities their votes count for less in the 
electing of officials than the votes of rural 
citizens of their states. In both cases the 
United States Supreme Court has held that 
it can not rule on “a state’s geographical 
distribution of electoral strength among its 
political subdivisions.” 

Georgia tallies its primary election votes 
under a county-unit system which resem- 
bles the electoral college method of elect- 
ing presidents. Under it the candidate who 
carries a county gets 
all that county’s unit 
votes. Unit votes are 
assigned by the size 
of the county, it is 
true, but within an 
unwholesomely nar- 
row range. 

No county has less 
than two unit votes. 

No county can have 

more than six. Coun- 

ties with a few hun- 

dred voters rate two. 

Fulton county (Atlan- 

ta) with hundreds of 

thousands of voters 

rates only six: It is 

estimated that each Atlanta vote has on 
the average only one-tenth the weight of 
a vote in the other Georgia counties. 

On March 10, 1947, the Supreme Court 
ruled that it could not intervene to force 
reapportionment of Illinois’ 51 legislative 
districts. Unchanged in boundaries since 
1901, during which time massive changes 
in population have taken place, the dis- 
tricts now give rural votes at least twice 
the strength of Chicago votes for members 
of the Illinois General Assembly. 


Some Notable Dissents 


The same situation formerly existed for 
congressional districts. The 1947 Legis- 
lature reapportioned the congressional dis- 
tricts after the Supreme Court twice held 
that it could not intervene in this matter, 
either. 

Justices Douglas and Black and Justice 
Murphy, now dead, dissented from the 
1947 ruling. It is interesting to note that 
Douglas and Black also dissented in the 
Georgia case. The Douglas dissent in the 


Georgia case is worthy of attention by IIli- 
nois voters and legislators. ' 

“The creation by law of favored groups 
of citizens,” he said, “and the grant to 
them of preferred political rights is the 
worst of all discriminations under a demo- 
cratic system of government.” 

The Georgia county-unit system is legal. 
If the people of Georgia want it changed 
they can do so by electing a Legislature 
that will change the law. 

The Illinois “creation of favored groups 
of citizens” in antique legislative districts 
is the result of the Legislature’s failure to 
obey the Constitution—the supreme law of 
the state. The Supreme Court of the 
United States has said that the people of 
Illinois can overcome the Legislature’s 
failure any time they decide to do so by 
their democratic process of electing a 
ee which will obey the Constitu- 
ion. 


People Who Are Fractions 
The people of Chicago, and the people 


of Atlanta, are called upon to pay taxes . 


and fight for their country on the same 
basis as all other citizens in their respec- 
tive states—dollar for dollar, man for man 
and life for life. But at the ballot box 
they become only fractions of men and 
women. The people of Cook county and 
adjoining highly populated counties are 
victims of the oldest of oppressions—taxa- 
tion without equal representation. 

We don’t know what the partially dis- 
enfranchised people of Georgia are going 
to do. But we do know what all the peo- 
ple of Illinois should do. That is to be 
as vigilant about the dangers to democracy 
from within as they are about the dangers 
from without. 

Illinois should face the fact that more 
than half of its citizens are partially dis- 
enfranchised. Illinois should move to 
give each of its citizens equality of rep- 
resentation. It can do so by a constitu- 
tional amendment under which downstate 
counties will have the majority of votes 
in the State Senate, while membership in 
the House would reflect honestly the geo- 
graphical population. At present that 
would give Cook county the majority vote 
in one house.

Steady Was a Horse

Steady was the name of a horse. But 
it also is the name of a state of mind 
that people lack today. People, at least 
many of them, are not steady in their 
faith that principles should predominate 
over expediency. They are not steady in 
the purpose of helping build a better com- 
munity. They are not steady, among oth- 
er things, in maintaining a thoughtful rath- 
er than emotional attitude toward the big 
and little crises which mark the world our 
generation lives in. 

Let’s go back to Steady, the horse. He 
was the pride of the New York Police De- 
partment and he died at the age of 25. 
During 20 of his years he had pranced at 
the head of New York’s parades for visit- 
ing notables. Among those whom he had 
led up Broadway were the late President 
Roosevelt, President Truman and Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

Since leading these parades was Steady’s 
chief claim to fame it might be well, if 
only as a gesture to a great horse, to re- 
view the parade of years in which the 
Broadway affairs now stand out as sym- 
bols. 

People forget, if they don’t review from 
time to time. By their forgetting they lay 
themselves open to fear of the future, to 
fear of doing anything until the country 
returns to “normalcy.” 

When Steady first began leading parades 
up Broadway the nation had just gone 


through the crash which ended the period 
of normalcy under Harding and Coolidge. 
The Harding illusion (and his coined word) 
went up with a bang during the days Her- 
bert Hoover was trying to patch the great 
holes that had appeared in the baloon. 

A lot of things have happened since 
then, including the war that is still shak- 
ing the world. But one thing people for- 
get is the steady recovery and forging 
ahead of the economic well-being of the 
United States and its citizens. It has been 
a period of one crisis after another, with 
no signs of “normalcy.” 

But it has been a period in which the 
American standard of living has grown 
and has been more widespread in the be- 
stowal of its bounties. The year just end- 
ed saw the highest wages and the greatest 
profits this country has ever known. What- 
ever has been taking place (there are dif- 
ferences of opinion as to what it should 
be called) it has been growth and the 
growth has been steady, with no return 
to “normalcy.” 

Steady was a horse. But he had a name 
worth thinking about.

Between Book Ends 
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Turgenev’s Picture of the W orld 


THE BORZO! TURGENEYV, traniated by Harry Stevens. 

(Adfred A. Knopf, 801 pgs., $4.95.) 

There is an air of old rose, genteel tears, 
the perfumed drawing room and tubercu- 
lar romanticism about Turgenev, even in a 
translation such as this one which has 
been resolutely screened against the pur- 
ple prose fashionable among earlier trans- 
lators. 

For Turgenev was a part of that broad 
general current of the nineteafth century 
in which respectable authors, supplying 
polite forerunners of the soap opera, pre- 
sented their readers with vaguely ethereal 
characters in titillating and sentimental 
situations. 

Here is all the standard paraphernalia 
of fashionable duels, balls, country houses 
and soirees, requited and unrequited love, 
and conversations in which practically . 
everybody all the time is saying some- 
thing either supposedly witty or profound 
or both. But here also is a vivid, calm 
and persuasive picture of the world which 
shaped Turgenev while it was on the verge 
of splintering into a thousand pieces. 

The Russia Turgenev describes is a de- 
caying Russia, and many of the disruptive 
forces which in another generation were to 
blow it, its standards and the entire world 
apart are delineated with deadly precision. 

Here are the women who no longer will 
accept a submissive role in life, nafional- 
ists who will tear apart the feudal empires, 
befuddled and incompetent aristocrats and 
doctrinnaire anarchists who between them 
will succeed in bringing to earth monar- 
chies, whether constitutional or absolute, 
and their social structures. 

They are described with hushed voice 
and a deceptively subdued under-statement, 
and they and Turgenev are constantly trip- 
ping over the conventions of the nine- 
teenth century novel. But they are there, 
nonetheless, and they are there with great 
power. 

Turgenev used small-scale tools, writing 
short stories and somewhat more extended 
works which can be called novels only be- 
cause they are too long to be short stories. 
He made no effort at character develop- 
ment, and did not attempt the kind of all- 
embracing work written by Tolstoy. He 
was no propagandist, and certainly no 
shouter nor expounder. 

But he has rarely been equalled, even 
by Henry James, at the art of presenting 
valid psychological motivation with surgi- 
cal perception and economy of means, and 
there is an undercurrent of tension which 
at times becomes almost electric. “Fathers 
and Sons,” with its presentation of the 
Strains between older and younger gen- 
erations, and the chasm between a coldly 
material anarchist and a warm-hearted, 
“soft” liberal, is overpowering, even in an 
age which has become accustomed to bold- 
er and balder writing. 

Turgenev’s works are very uneven. He 
had a strange obsession for tying all the 
strings together neatly, even though it 
took him a good many unnecessary pages 
at the end of a novel to do so. His char- 
acters tend to be neither individuals nor 
types, and thus lose as well as gain 
strength. Such a novel as “Smoke” is 
hardly more than a curious memento of 
a long-departed age. 

But there is more to be gotten from 
two other novels in this volume, “On the 
Eve” and “Rudin”; and two of the short 
stories included, “A Quiet Spot” and “First 
Love,” as well as “Fathers and Sons.” 
These are among the world’s enduring 
masterpieces, no matter what the age when 
they were written or read.

These witnesses 
were not malicious liars; they 
fervently believed their own tales, 
as embellished by sick imagina- 
tions, and their hearsay gossip 
Was accepted as evidence in the 
sick atmosphere of the day. 

The Salem court, however, con- 
victed the witches mostly on 
“spectral evidence.” What good 
was it for accused witches to 
swear to their innocence when 
even at that moment the teen-age 
girls rolled on the courtroom 
floor and shrieked wildly that the 
spectral shapes of the defendants 
were then afflicting them?

TO SOME OBSERVERS there 
appears a striking parallel be- 
tween the Salem pathology and 
the current spy hysteria in Wash- 
ington. A new book, “The Devil in 
Massachusetts,” by Marion L. 
Starkey, comes as a fresh shock 
in its vivid portrayal of the depths 
of cruelty and irresponsibility to 
which human beings can sink in 
the snell of fear ard ignorance. 

Then, as now, the accusers were 
the e:-Ited, inclding ex-witches 
who recanted and pointed their 
cleanse’ ““s at er con- 
spirators. It was safe, even noble, 
to be 1 accuser; there was no 
risk to it, but there was fame and 
glory.

The British Look Beyond 1952 


HE principal Atlantic allies—Britain, France and the United 
States—have been carrying on friendly but difficult discussions 
which turn finally on the question of what is to happen two 


years hence when the Marshall plan ends. 


Mr. Hoffman’s campaign for

But the consideration which in- 
spires him to put pressure on 
Great Britain inspires Sir Stafford 
Cripps to resist the pressure. The 
British view, I think it is fair to 
say, is that Britain has a better 
chance of achieving financial in- 
dependence if it has a relatively 
free hand to make its own bar- 
gains and arrangements than if 
it is integrated—that is tied very 
closely to the European Continent. 
Mr. Hoffman has no way of guar- 
anteeing the British that if inte- 
gration with the Continent proves 
to be a costly burden on the Brit- 
ish reserves, the United States 
will underwrite the losses. 

On the assumption that Ameri- 
can aid is to end in 1952, Mr. 
Hoffman has no conclusive bar- 
gaining power today which can 
induce or compel the British to 
do what they regard as disadvan- 
tageous and dangerous. Though 
the British will probably make 
compromises to avoid a serious 
quarrel, we must not think that 
we can buy a commitment from 
them which extends beyond 1952 
because there are still two install- 


ments of the ERP subsidy to be 
voted. 


What Could Be Done. 

These installments have in fact 
been discounted. The British 
know and we know that in the 
critical condition of the cold war, 
the subsidy is not likely to be 
withheld. They know and we 
know, moreover, that if it were 
withheld, Britain could, neverthe- 
less, survive. There would be 
hardship. But the British can 
and will endure hardship when 
their national independence is at 
stake. 
Mr.. 3idault’s proposal, judging 
from what is known of it, is de- 
signed to be a framework of 
mutual aid for the period which 
comes after the end of the Marsh- 
all plan. His fundamental as- 
sumption is quite evidently that 
large American contributions to 
the Atlantic community should 
not and cannot end in 1952. He 
is proposing to create an institu- 
tion and, thereby, an implied com- 
mitment not to terminate the 
American subsidies at the end of 
the Mrrshall plan.

Americans can lay the foun- 
dations of American policy after 
1952 not on the principle of sub- 
sidies to needy but deserving and 
valuable allies but on the stabili- 
ty and prosperity of the Ameri- 
can economy. They can adhere 
to the idea that 1952 is to mark 
the end of direct subsidies by the 
United States to Great Britain 
certainly, and one may hope to 
our other principal allies as well. 
They can take the view that after 
1952 we shal' deal with Britain 
not as the recipient of our sub- 
sidy but as the manager of a 
great trading community — the 
sterling area-——with which the 
dollar area must find profitable 
relations. 

In the larger view, which tran- 
scends questions of money and 
trade and embraces the political 
future of Western civilization, 
we should look forward hopeful- 
ly to 1952 and to the end of our 
ERP relations with Great Britain. 
The subsidy has been necessary. 
It has served a useful purpose. 
But it must be ended because, 
were it to be anything but a tem- 
porary arrangement, it would de- 
moralize the Anglo-American 
partnership on which the future 
of the Atlantic community de- 
pends. 

That partnership cannot be 
satisfactory if Britain is not truly 
independent. Britain is not inde- 
pendent when every spring it has 
to justify itself to all the com- 
mittees and to both houses of the 
United States Congress. At what- 
ever cost and _ inconvenience 
Britain must cease to be our 
client, and be free again to be 
our equal ally.

NLRB Orders Election May 
25 at 57 Plants in 14 
States—100,000 Involved. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 ‘AP) 
—The National Labor Relations 
Board today ordered elections 
among 100,000 employes of the 
General Electric Co. to deter- 
mine whether they want a CIO 
electrical union or its ClO-ousted 
rival as bargaining agent. 

The board said the elections 
will be held at 57 G.E. plants 
in 14 states, including G.E.- 
operated atomic energy plants 
near Schenectady, N. Y., among 
the places where balloting will 
be conducted is a warehouse in 
St. Louis. The NLRB regional 
office at Baltimore, which will 
handle the mechanics of the 
election, set the date for May 25. 
The workers generally will 
have a choice of voting for the 
CIO International Union of Elec- 
trical Workers; the United Elec- 
trical Workers, a union ejected 
from the CIO on the ground that 
it is Communist-dominated; or 
no union. In a few plants, sev- 
eral other unions will appear on 
the ballots. 

The board’s announcement 
came as 55,000 workers in West- 
inghouse Electric Corp. plants, 
including a warehouse in St. 
Louis, voted today in another 
test between the IUE and the 
UE. Results may be known by 
midnight. 

UE lost in a previous elec- 
tion, held among employes of 
General Motors electric division 
last February. An election for 
employes of the R.C.A. Victor 
Corp. at Canton, N. J., and Pu- 
laski, Va., also has been ordered.

Says He Has Contracted for 
All Stock of Southern 
Commercial & Savings.

Byron Moser, who sold his con- 
trolling interest in the Jefferson 
Bank & Trust Co. last January, 
is heading a group being formed 
to buy the Southern Commercial 
& Savings Bank, 7201 South 
Broadway, it was learned today. 

Moser said he had contracted 
to purchase all of Southern Com- 
mercial’s 2500 shares of capital 
stock, which has a $100 par value, 
and that 90 per cent of the out- 
standing shares have already been 
deposited in escrow in negotiable 
form, subject to his control. 

The contract purchase price was 
not disclosed, but Moser said it is 
proposed to split the stock five 
for one, and sell the new stock 
for $74 a share. He said he 
planned to retain 51 per cent of 
the bank’s stock in his name, and 
his son, Byron Moser Jr. and oth- 
er members of his family are pur- 
chasing stock in addition to his 
controlling interest. 

Moser said he intended to par- 
ticipate in all policy-making deci- 
sions of the bank, but would leave 
daily operations in the hands of 
the bank officers comprising the 
present management. 

The $74 price placed on the 
new stock, he said, is based on 
the book value, determined by 
taking the total assets, less de- 
posits and other liabilities, and 
dividing the balance by 12,500 
shares. The value of the bank’s 
charter, goodwill and its worth as 
a going business was not used 
in the computation, Moser re- 
ported. 

The bank’s financial statement 
as of last Dec. 31 showed assets 


$11,071,490. The statement listed 
$250,000 in capital stock, $250,000 
in surplus and $108,348 in undi- 
vided profits.

Wildlife Measure 
Steps Taken to Save 
Florida Key Deer 


By Leonard Hall 
OWN on the Florida keys, there lives a tiny 
deer which is one of the rarest forms of 
American wildlife. This little fellow is about 
half the size of the Virginia whitetail, of which 
iy ide i it is a sub-species, 
| ~% and was originally 
found on most of 
the islands from 
Key Largv to 
Key West. It was 
accurately de- 
scribed by Colum- 
bus at the time of 
his fourth voyage 
to America. Be- 
cause the keys re- 
mained unsettled 
for many years, the 
deer survived. It 
browsed in the pal- 
metto scrub and 
depended, upon 
rainfall for its 
water supply. But finally the fishermen, vaca- 
tionists and real estate speculators pushed 
southward. Bulldozers cleared the’islands and 
the railroad came through from the north. Hunt- 
ing pressure on the deer increased and, with its 
range restricted, its numbers decreased. At last 
it became clear to conservationists that, as with 
other forms of wildlife, the threat of extinction 
merely brought a keener pursuit to see who 
might kill the last Key deer. 
*

TODAY THERE ARE PROBABLY about 25 
of the little animals surviving, pushed back into 
some 10,000 acres of ‘vild land on Big Pine Key. 
A letter from friends in Key West tells us that 
effort is finally being made to save the remnant 
of the species by setting this land aside as a 
wildlife refuge. The Florida Wildlife Federa- 
tion, Fish and Wildlife Service, Wildlife Man- 
agement Institute and other conservation groups 
are behind this effort and a bill is now in Con- 
gress, H.R. 7524, authorizing the Secretary of 
the Interior to acquire this land and take other 
steps to protect the Key deer. Yet even as this 
effort goes forward, poachers cut down the rem- 
nant of the herd. That Florida is far from Mis- 
souri is no reason why Midwestern sportsmen and 
conservationists should not urge their Congress- 
men to vote for this measure. Wildlife and 
wilderness values everywhere are being con- 
stantly threatened by the pressures of modern 
civilization and must be as constantly defended. 


* * * 

OFTEN IT SEEMS, as Lee Stokely pointed 
out not long ago, that we confuse “‘conservation” 
with “conversation.” There is plenty of the 
latter about the former, but “conversation” 
alone isn’t going to get the job done. We like 
to blame our forefathers for the ills which 
afflict the land today; for the destruction of 
forest and range, the washing-away of farm 
acres, the pollution of streams which once sup- 
ported good stocks of game fish, ‘the disappear¢ 
ance of one form of wildlife after another. Yet 
these things are going on all around us today, 
even as we talk and preach and carry on a few 
conservation projects in limited areas. We still 
cut three trees from our forest for every two 
that grow. Few terraces are built out on the 
“back forties” of the nation where.they are 
needed most. A Department of Agriculture bul- 
letin came recently which described this inter- 
esting project: In Oklahoma and New Mexico 
are 72,000,000 acres of range land where prickly 
pear, mesquite, cactus and shinnery oak have 
taken over from the good grass which once 
grew there. Farmers, ranchers, the Agricultural 
Research Administration, Extension Service and 
others have banded together to ‘‘check these 
invaders.” A war on brush has been declared 
in which the weapons are poison sprays and 
flame throwers. 

* * 


NOWHERE IN THE BULLETIN, however, do 
we learn why the brush has invaded this land. 
The story is well told by Aldo Leopold in an 
article titled ‘“‘The Land Ethic.” Comparing the 
Southwest with such areas as Kentucky he says: 
“The impact of occupancy here brought no 
bluegrass or other plant fitted to withstand the 
buffetings of hard use. This region, overgrazed 
by livestock, reverted through a series of more 
and more worthless grasses, weeds and shrubs. 
Each recession of plant types bred erosion; each 
increment of erosion bred further recession of 
plants. The result today is a progressive and 
mutual deterioration; not only of plants and 
soils, but of the animal community subsisting 
thereon. So subtle has been the recession that 
few residents of the region are aware of it.” 


THE TRUTH WHICH the agricultural experts 
might well have stated: is that man had de- 
stroved this land through overgrazing by beef 
cattle. Nature covered the scars of man’s mis- 
use with plants fitted to survive on the ruined 
land and start the long, slow process of re- 
building. Burning and poisoning these plants 
will not, in itself, “release the land for the 
production of useful food and fiber,” unless 
other measures go hand in hand with this 
effort. Clearing virgin land for crops or grasses 
is one thing. Clearing ryined land with the aim 
of putting it back into crops is another; and one 
for which neither poison sprays nor flame 
throwers provide the whole answer. We’ve done 
too much of this kind of thinking in man’s 
affairs. Cut the forest down, strip the cover 
from the hills, let the soil wash away and the 
floods come. And when we can no longer make 
a profit, turn the bare slopes over to “govern- 
ment” to reforest. “Government” can stand the 
cost, if we can’t. 

* * 


THERE IS THIS TO BE SAID for conserva- 
tion. We have the knowledge to make progress 
in many fields. What we lack is realization that, 
in the broad frame of the universe, such terms 
as “enlightened self-interest” have no validity. 
How many, do you suppose, of the 20,000 higher 
life forms in Missouri have what we call “ero- 
nomic value”? Yet each has its place here and 
upon each depends, in some degree, the health 
and stability of our environment. When we have 
learned this, conservation can begin.

Asparagus 


In Spring Is 
Tasty Dish 


By Edith M. Barber 


O one has to be urged to use 
Nasparagus during its season. In 

fact, we are tempted to be ex- 
travagant when this fresh vege- 
table comes to market early in 
the Spring. If you are lucky 
enough to live in the country 
and have an asparagus bed of 
your own, you will watch for the 
first tender shoots to come 
through the earth and serve it 
with pride and complete enjoy- 
ment. 

City folks are pretty lucky, 
however, as the quality of the 
asparagus offered on the market 
today is generally so good. Mod- 
ern methods of cutting, cleaning 
and packing and refrigerated 
transportation bring us asparagus 
from far distant points until the 
local crop is ready. Sometimes 
the two seasons overlap each other 
and then we can get comparative 
bargains. In making a choice, be 
sure that none of the tops are 
bruised as spoilage begins quickly 
at this point, and delicate flavor 
is injured. The thick stalks are 
favored by many persons but I’m 
old fashioned enough to be fond 
of the thin green stalks if the 
vegetable is freshly picked. Thin 


asparagus withers more quickly. 


than thick. 

In preparing asparagus for 
cooking, it is easier t) cut off the 
ends before a buuch is untied. If 
the asparagus is loose it will 
break easily when snapped. Wash- 
ing in running water will remove 
any loose sand, although we find 
less of this than was once the 
case, and occasionally a few 
stalks must be scrubbed with 
a small brush. We no longer at- 
tempt to remove the scales from 
tender asparagus. 

When it comes to cooking, I 
have become converted to the 
use of a skillet containing about 
an inch of boiling salted water. 
Of course, it should be covered 
and cooking should continue just 
until the stalks are tender. An- 
other method is to re-tie the 
stalks, place them in one por- 
tion of a double boiler with 
salted water to the depth of five 
to six inches and to cover with 
the other portion of this utensil. 


Playing Canasta to Win .

VEN the beginner at Canasta 

soon learns how valuable pairs 

are when the pack is frozen. 
As a matter of straightforward 
play, you save pairs rather than 
unmatched cards. For deceptive 
purposes you often save pairs 
even when you -could add them 
to melds you already have. 
* The value of a pair sometimes 
outweighs another of the basic 
principles of play—the desire to 
build a canasta base as quickly as 
possible. | 

Consider this hand: 


The pack has been frozen from 
the start, because a wild card was 
turned. Your partner has made the 
initial meld for your side, with 
aces. You want to open a new 
meld, for you have no ace with 
which to earry your partner’s 
meld, along. ' 

Should you meld all five of 
your queens? Or four of them? 
Or only three? 


The idea of melding four 
queens may be eliminated at once. 
Saving a single queen would not 
help you, since the pack is frozen 
and you need a pair to take it. 


Melding all five of your queens 
would bring you down to six 
cards, but it would be a power- 
ful start toward a canasta. Your 
partner may have a queen; your 
partner may have two wild cards 
he can spare; and if your partner 
has no queen and only one wild 
eard, but is close to going out 
and anxious to do so, you and he 
together can make a canasta by 
adding one wild card each to the 
five queens. 


Nevertheless, there is a better 
argument for melding only three 
of the queens. Your right-hand 
opponent will not expect you to 
have a pair of queens left, and 
may consider a queen a safe dis- 
card (the pack being frozen). 
Then you get a canasta and the 
pack too. Maybe it is a longshot 
gamble, but it works often enough 
to be worth taking. And if your 
partner has one queen he will add 
it to your three, to make a canas- 
ta base. 


Question: When the deal is 
completed, should the top card be 
turned immediately or delayed 
until players have replaced red 
threes? 


Answer: It should be turned 
immediately. To avoid confusion, 
it is customary for dealt red 
threes to be replaced at each 
player’s first turn to draw. 


The tender heads wil] be done 
just about the same time the 
stalks immersed in water will be 
tender. 

After draining, asparagus may 
be dressed with melted butter, 
plain or browned or flavored with 
lemon juice, with browned 
crumbs, with Hollandaise or sour 
cream sauce or with a plain 
cream sauce. This is a favorite 
when asparagus is served on 
toast. Cheese may be added if 
you like. For a change, you may 
like a spicy tomato sauce or 
piquant Vinaigrette. Russian 
dressing is as good as Vinaigrette 
with cold asparagus. 

Luncheon or Supper Asparagus. 

Arrange spears of cooked as- 


paragus on slices of buttered 
toast. Pour cheese sauce over the 
tips and arrange strips of cooked 
bacon over the stalks. Garnish 
with parsley. 


Asparagus With Mushroom Sauce. 


Arrange cooked asparagus on 
large shallow casserole or in in- 
dividual casseroles. Combine’ 
three-fourths cup milk with con- 
tents of one can mushroom soup 
and pour over asparagus. Sprinkle 
with diced bread, dot with butter 
or margarine and bake in mod- 
erately hot oven (400 degrees F.) 
until crumbs are lightly browned. 
A little minced onion may be 
added to suit. Tomato may re- 
place the mushroom soup.

Is There Life Elsewhere in Universe? 


Professor Believes It Is Possible That Men Exist on Planets in Other Solar Systems Outside Our Own

CHICAGO, April 27. 


Mice usec to—and still do— 


speculate about the possibility 
o: life on Mars. We think 
now, however, that the life which 
exists on Mars is of a very low 
order, mosses, lichen and the like. 

The evidence is all but con- 
clusive that there are no men 
on any plauet othe: than earth 
in our solar system. But the 
probability that there are men— 
men very similar to us—on some 
of the planets in the one billion 
er so solar systems outside our 
own is quite good. These solar 
systems, of course, are so far 
from earth that even such modern 
and powerful telescopes as that 
on Mount Palomar in California 
cannot bring them close enough 
for observation. 

Astronomers, like detectives, 
depend sometimes on inference 
ana deduction from known and 
observed facts. We know that 
there are hundreds of thousands 
of other stars as potent as or 
more potent than our own sun. 

We can infer that the condi- 
tions which gave birth to our 
solar system inevitably operated 
to create similar solar systems 
throughout the universe. 

At least, we can say definitely 
it would be quite reasonable to 
assume they did; that there is no 
evidence that there should not 
be solar systems revolving about 
other suns. 

It is also reasonable to assume 
that on some of these other 
planets conditions for life as we 
know it are favorable. That there 
is a plentiful supply of oxygen, 
food and water; there are dif- 
ferent seasons and a differentia- 
tion between night and day. 

Therefore, it is quite possible, 
I think, that on some of these 
planets there are civilizations of 
mankind—possibly there are even 
men writing articles about the 
origin of their solar systems and 
the possibility of life on other 
planets. 

That men from our earth will 
ever see these civilizations, how- 
ever, is doubtful. 

It is possible, of course, that 
some day—considering the rate at 
which we are pushing forward the 
boundaries of science—we may be 
able to communicate with men 
elsewhere in the universe. 

But I doubt that papa will ever

herd the family into the shiny 
new rocket for pleasure jaunting 
into our Milky Way for a visit 
with friends in another solar 
system. 

With rockets of the sort we 
would be able to build, it would 
take close to 100,000 years to 
reach another solar system. I 
imagine that even the most hard- 
ened commuters would balk at 
that kind of a journey. 
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F science has taught us any- 
thing, it is that we should not 
be dogmatic about things like 
this. It is possible that we on 
earth—or perhaps people on some 


other earth billions of miles from 


ours—will discover a new source 
of power that will change all this. 

I don’t know. 

But as of now we cannot com- 
municate with these people; nor 
can they communicate with us. 

How many planets similar to 
earth are there in the universe? 
No one knows. 

In our Milky Way—or galaxy— 
alone, there are an estimated 100

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the evolution of the universe. 


billion different stars, perhaps 
each with solar systems of their 
own. 

Thus, there are billions—if not 
hundreds of billions—of planets 
in the Milky Way. There is a 
strong likelihood that life has de- 
veloped on perhaps a million of 
these. And there are hundreds of 
millions of galaxies. 

Few questions have fired the 
imagination of men so much down 
through the years as the question: 


How did our earth originate? 

Did it begin with a bang or did 
it begin with a whimper? 

I believe that the significant 
clue was first noted by the great 
German philosopher, Immanuel 
Kant, in 1755—almost 200 years 
ago. He speculated that the plan- 
ets and the sun in our solar sys- 
tem were formed from a large ro- 
tating gaseous cloud, or nebula, 
which condensed first into smaller 
rotating parts and eventually con- 
densed further into rotating plan- 
ets with their satellites, all mov- 
ing in the same direction around 
the nucleus of the nebula which 
became the sun. 


Kant’s theory was given short 
shrift in the late part of the nine- 
teenth and early part of tae twen- 
tieth centuries, but now’ astron- 
omers have come back to it. As 
their store of information and 
data increased—as science fur- 
nished them with newer and more 


powerful tools for observation and 
-research—they found that Kant’s 


hypothesis seemed to offer the 
best explanation. In a scientific 


sense, this meant that it account- 
ed for and explained more of the 
observed and known facts than 
did any of the other theories. 

Research I did on the rotation 
of a large cloud of dust or gas 
around a massive central body— 
like the sun—convinced me and 
many others of the correctness of 
Kan’t hypothesis. 

The age of the earth has been 
estimated at about three billion 
years. Its formation took possi- 
bly a few hundred million years. 
That time-table fits in very well 
with the Kant theory. 

There are three vital questions 
the theory must answer: 

1. How was the huge celestial 
envelope formed? 

2. How were the planets 
formed in the envelope? 

3. How did the envelope — 
which we no longer see—disap- 


pear?

S to the first, we can say only 
A tnt the formation of the en- 

velope was connected in some 
way with the formation of the sun. 
First there was a tremendous 
cloud. Then some of the inter- 
stellar matter or gas contracted 
and formed the sun. 


Not all of the matter or gas 
was pulled into the center of the 
sun because of the centrifugal 
motion of the cloud. The matter 
or gas left out began to rotate 
around the sun as an envelope. 


Second, the planets, we know, 
consist only of heavy elements and 
the cloud mostly of the very light 
elements—hydrogen and helium, 
which are responsible for the 
thermonuclear reaction that gives 
us light and heat from the sun. 

How were the heavy elements 
separated from the light ones? 

The probability is high that 
this was done by chemical forces 
with drops of dust or perhaps 
liquid acting as the catalyst. 

Prof. Gerard Kuiper, the noted 
University of Chicago astronomer, 
believes the envelope first was 
broken into smaller envelopes— 
or proto planets, still rotating 
around the sun. And in the in- 
terior of these clouds the real 
planets were formed. 

As to the third question, the 
most logical explanation for the 
envelope which disappeared with- 
out a trace is that the hydro- 
dynamic effects of friction — as 
the cloud revolved around the 
sun for thousands or millions of 
years — pulled its particles off 
into space. 
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How It Started

That Word “Corpse.’ 
$6 ORPSE” is generally re- 
C garded as a gruesome 
word. Does it not mean 
a “a dead body?” It does, but 
this is only a secondary signi- 
ficance. When lawyers speak of 
the “corpus of a trust” or the 
“corpus of a will” they really 
come closer to the primary mean- 
ing of the word. They allude to 
the “body” of the docutnent—and 
it is not a dead document—quite 
correctly. For that is how this 
word started—simply standing for 
“body.” 

“Corpse” used to be written 
“corps” as in “army corps” today. 
They are the same word. We 
have both through the French, 
from the Latin “corpus” meaning 
a body. This signified the human 
body, and also a body of men, or 
usage such as Bacon’s “the whole 
corps of the law’—a body or code 
of laws. 

To denote a body of men, the 
French pronunciation survives— 
in “corps.” We speak of the Ma- 
rine Corps or the organized group 
of the military establishment 
known as an army corps. As to 
the word’s use in the sense of the 
human body, we find it in the 
Fourteenth Century poem called 
“The Vision of Piers Plowman” 
in this allusion: “By what craft 
in my corpsit cometh, and where.” 
And though popular usage now 
distinguishes the “corps” that is 
a body of men from the “corpse” 
which denotes the dead human 
body, the fact is that regardless 
of how it is spelled, “corpse” still 
correctly refers to the live human 
body as well.

North started with one club, 
rather than a spade, to provide a 
cheap rebid for himself if South 
responded with either a diamond 
or a heart. FEast’s pre-emptive 
spade bid, of course, “crowded” 
both North and South consider- 
ably but they nevertheless man- 
aged to reach the slam contract 
which had such an _ excellent 
chance for success. 

West opened the spade king. 
The ace was played from dummy, 
declarer discarding a heart, and 
then a club was led to the ace 
and a club returned to the king. 
Now South ruffed a club—not be- 
cause he wanted to establish the 
suit, but because it was vital to 
reduce his own trump length. 
South felt morally sure that 
West’s double of the slam had 
been based on all four of the 
missing trumps (since the bid 
made by West’s partner had prom- 
ised nothing, defensively) and 
South planned his play accord- 
ingly. ; 

South now led to the heart ace 
and ruffed 2.other club, reducing 
himself to five trumps. He cashed 
the heart king and ruffed a heart 
in dummy with the five-spot. Now 
he ruffed a spade, which brought 
him down to four trumps—the 
same length as West’s—and, with 
the stage set, led a low diamond 
toward the blank queen. It did 
not matter whether West put up 
the king or ducked; in the former 
case, he would have to lead from 
the 10-8-7 into South’s A-J-9; in 
the latter case, the queen would 
hold, and when South ruffed a 
black card with his trump nine, 
West could over-ruff, but then 
would be “end-played.”

The story is told of an old 
farmer who one spring morn- 
ing put up a sign beside the 
dirt road passing his Adiron- 
dack farm. The sign read, 
“Choose your rut carefully, you 
will be in it for the next 25 
miles.” Too many of us seem 
to have chosen our ruts and 
stayed in them. 
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ONE OF THESE RUTS is 
that of routine: the same pro- 
cedure day in and day out with 
little or no variation. That 
ought to be broken at any cost. 
Do something in a different 
way for a change. Eat some- 
thing different for breakfast. 
Discuss a new topic with your 
wife. Walk to work down a 
different street. That difference 
will do something to you. 


In getting out of your ruts, 
don’t avoid adventure. Don’t be 
afraid of something perhaps a 
bit dangerous. You can’t have 
an interesting life unless you 
are willing to take risks. People 
come to me from time to time 
and ask my advice about taking 
new jobs. “Who am I to tell 


you,” I usually reply. “All I 
know is that I would 

take a new job if I found 
myself in a blind alley.” 


“But I don’t know whether I 
can make a go of it,” is the 
often-heard objection. 

My standard response to that 
is, “You will have a powerful 
lot of fun finding out.” When 
risk and adventure depart from 
your life, its’ most exciting 
quality is lost. 
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A VERY IMPORTANT factor 
in making your life more inter- 
esting is to forget yourself. The 
person who lives with himself 
all the time is in the dullest of 
company. 

Just the other day, I noticed 
aman on a train. He was 
reading Dr. Liebman’s book, 
“Peace of Mind.” Finally, he 
put down the book and looked 
out the window for a while. I 
took the opportunity to ask him 
if he liked the book. 


“Yes, indeed,” he said. ‘This 
author tells you how to have 
peace of mind. He says to for- 
get yourself, don’t be dominated 
by self thoughts.” 


“Have you found peace of 
mind?” I asked. 


“No,” he answered, “but I’ve 
been trying to find it by read- 
ing books about it.” 

“What’s your trouble?” | in- 
quired. 

“I’m always afraid I’m going 
to have a heart attack.” He 
went on to tell me that he was 
an insurance adjuster and had 
called on so many people with 
death claims that he had be- 
come impressed by the number 
of men of his age who were 
dying of heart attacks. 

“Have you seen your doctor 
about this?” was my natural 
question. 

“Oh, yes,” the man said, “I’ve 
seen six of them. They all say 


the same thing: that my heart 
is in perfect condition. But 
the last physician I saw said 
that if I don’t forget about my- 
self I will have a heart 
attack.” 
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_I TRIED TO HELP this man 
solve his problem. I told him: 
“If you really want peace of 
mind, you must learn to forget 
yourself. You can do that by 
losing yourself in helping the 
people you see in the course of 
your work, people into whose 
families death or trouble has 
come. Help them by giving 
them faith and courage to take 
up their lives again. If you can 
do this, you will forget your 
own troubles and, thus released, 
your own life will become thrill- 
ing and interesting. 


Life for everyone can be a 
delightful, even thrilling, ex- 
perience. You do not need to 
endure dullness, dissatisfaction, 
apathy. You can change your 
life by getting out of your rut, 
by seeking the adventures in 
which life is so rich and for- 
getting yourself in service to 
others.

Fix It Yourself

| Ants in the House. 
E don’t like to be critical but 
it seems to us a lot of highly 
trained people are wasting a 
lot of time on all sorts of foolish- 
ness while there are still impor- 
tant things to be done—like a sure 
easy cure for ants in the house. 
The way things stack up this 
minute, ant disposal is sort of 
complex and not always too effec- 
tive. For instance, one idea is for 
you to find the colony, and kill 
the ants off here. Sometimes the 
ants are living outside, sometimes 
inside. What you have to do is 
follow them home some night. 
Carbon disulphide is used for kill- 
ing the ants in their nests. This 
is a highly inflammable liquid so 


don’t use it around open flames. 
You'll need about two tablespoon- 
fuls pourec into cracks and this 
should be repeated after 24 hours. 
For nests in the ground, make a 
little hole about four inches deep 
and pour in two to three table- 
spoonsful of the poison. By the 
way, you can get carbon disul- 
phide at drug stores. 

Another way to get rid of ants 
is to leave poison bait around. 
The ants will carry this back to 
the nest and if all goes well that’s 
the end of the nest. You can 
get ready made poison bait at 
hardware and department stores. 
Naturally, keep all other foodstuff 
away because if the ants get their 
fill of safe food, they won’t bother 
with the poison bait.

originated with the problem of 
transporting America’s millions 
of service men, and as many mil- 
lions more of migrant war work- 
ers and thei? families, during and 
following World War II. Previ- 
ously, travel by rail or water was 
a more or less luxurious way of 
getting about, as it once again is, 
and it was customarily under- 
taken in a holiday spirit. 
However, it is only in relatively 
recent years that travel could be 
thought of as an exciting adven- 
ture. Indeed, the word travel it- 
self is nothing more or less than 
a respelling of the word travail, 
“painful exertion; the torment of 
labor.” The English pronuncia- 
tion is either TRAV-ail, or 
TRAV-'1 (exactly like the word 
travel). The pronunciation truh- 
VAIL, while not yet recorded by 
the dictionaries, is being increas- 
ingly heard. 

Travail is a French word, pro- 
nounced: tra-VA-yuh. But in 
French it now has no association 
with traveling, for if a French- 
man goes on a journey, by train, 
plane, ship or automobile, he uses 
the word voyage, which he pro- 
nounces vwa-YAZH. Voyage is 
from the Latin viaticum, “travel- 
ing money; provisions for a jour- 
ney.” Travail, in French, means, 
“labor; pain of mind or body.” 
However, so discomforting and 
fatiguing was journeying during 
all the years which preceded the 
modern railroad and ocean liner, 
that the French spoke of the 
travail of going from one place 
to another. And one is reminded 
of the cramped rides in a stage- 
coach, lurching over primitive, 
muddy or dusty roads, of the poor 
food and hard beds of overnight 
inns, of the long weeks of con- 
finement and sea sickness aboard 
a crowded, evil-smelling packet. 
Yes, travel meant travail, make 
no mistake about that. When the 
word came into English as travel,
